FLOODING . 


Heavy  snowstorms  during  January  and  heavy  rains 
and  rapid  thaws  during  February  caused  p^rts  of  the  area 
to  be  flooded.  Much  farm  land  was  flooded  for  three  or 
four  weeks  and  25  houses  were  flooded  four  to  six  inches 
for  a short  period.  All  necessary  cleansing  and  disinfecting 
was  carried  out  immediately  upon  the  fall  of  the  flood 
waters . 

'TATSR  SUPPLY. 

Excluding  new  property,  no  houses  were  connected  to 
the  public  water  supply.  There  are  no w 12  houses  and 
seven  farms  on  deep  or  shallow  well  supplies  and  two 
Railv/ay  properties  which  receive  water  from  the  public 
supply  by  rail. 

No  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis, 
one  sample  was  taken  for  bacteriological  test  during 
the  year  and  the  report  stated  that  it  was  quite  satisfactory. 

PRIVIES  AND  PAIL  CLOSETS . 

All  properties  within  reach  of  the  sewers  are  now 
connected.  There  are  now  13  privies  and  22  pail  closets 
remaining. 

VBRir.NOUS  PREMISES. 

a.  BUGS . - Eleven  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with 
bugs,  two  were  Council  property  and  nine  privately  owned. 

In  each  case  the  work  was  carried  out  directly  by  the 
Health  Department,  laldecide  and  Purmex  furnigators  were 
used  in  conjunction  with  the  stripping  of  woodwork  and 
wallpapers  this  ensures  that  all  filth  is  removed  and 

no  return  visits  have  yet  been  made, 

b,  CRICKETS  AND  BlaK ICLQuXS . - Four  houses  were  treated 
for  these  pests  with  Kromo  powder,  which  has  proved  very 
effective.  All  were  Council  property. 

RATS  AND  MICE . 

Some  complaints  were  received,  mainly  about  rats 
invading  allotments,  advice  was  given  to  the  occupiers 
and  the  rat  catcher  was  also  employed.  The  rat  nuisance 
on  the  tip  was  dealt  with  by  the  use  of  gas  and  the  use 
of  the  smoke  machine,  with  considerable  success.

The  number  of  samples  of  ordinary  milk  reported 
upon  as  being  unsat isfact ory  shov s a decrease  on  a 
percentage  basis  as  compared  with  last  year,  nevertheless , 
there  is  considerable  room  for  improvement.  Nineteen 
of  these  were  produced  in  the  area.  These  samples  are 
now  subjected  to  the  methylene  blue  test  and  the  milk 
should  not  decolourise  the  methylene  blue  in  less  than 
4-g-  hours  from  May  1st  to  October  31st  and  5^  hours  from 
November  1st  to  April  30th,  The  braded  milks  were  all 
produced  outside  the  area.  I have  been  very  interested 
in  the  bottled  sterilised  milks,  and  during  the  year 
a great  improvement  was  noticed  in  these  milks. 

Six  samples  were  found  to  be  tuberculous,  all  from 
local  farms  where  the  affected  beasts  were  found  and 
destroyed .
